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DETAILED ACTION 


Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 


A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4. Applicant's submission filed on 
09/22/03 (paper #9) has been entered. 

Applicant has amended claims 1 and 10. Claims 6-9 and 14 were previously 
allowed in paper # 6. Claims 1-14 are pending. 


Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

Regarding claims 1 and 10: The closest prior art of Stenzel et al. (U.S. patent 
4,591,707) teaches to place a layer of a hallmark/watermark onto a paper substrate 
wherein the paper is then printed either before or after the watermark has been applied 
to the paper (Stenzel et al.; col. 3 lines 60-67). Stenzel does not teach the feature of

wherein watermark layer affects "the printed image such that the digital watermark is 
readable from a digital image scanned from the printed image". Martin (U.S. patent 
6,390,362 B1) teaches wherein a watermark or a void pantograph on a document when 
copied results in the watermark or the word "void" appearing in the copies that are 
produced. Martin does not teach nor suggest the feature of applying a layer of a first 
material to a substrate wherein a print is printed on the substrate containing this first 
layer. There is no teaching or suggestion to combine the prior art of record. 

Regarding claims 6 and 9: The closest prior art of Stenzel discloses to place a 
watermark of a paper substrate. Stenzel does not the feature of placing a first material, 
representing a digital watermark, on a screen nor teaches a screen having different 
reflective characteristics, representing a digital watermark.
